‘Convention Presented 
in the House. 


WILL BE BENEFIT TO ALL 


Purpose Is to Enable Chicago to 
Special Laws Suitable 
__ for City of Its Pro- 
portions. 


OTHER WORK OF ASSEMBLY. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
_ Springfield, Ill., March 7, 

Speaker Sherman’s resolution paving the 
way for a constitutional convention for the 
purpose of securing compact and comprehen- 
sive laws applicable to Chicago was intro- 
duced in the Legislature today. 

The full text of the resolution as presented 
by Mr. Mueller of Cook is as follows: 

“ Whereas, As the provisions of the con- 
stitution of this State are in many respects 
inadequate to the present and prospective 
needs of the people, and 

“Whereas, The changed situation of the 
City of Chicago makes legislation adapted. 
to it alone imperative to the good govern- 
ment of that municipality, such legislation 
being inexpedient for cities of less population; 
and 

** Whereas, A large number of proposed 
amendments have been or are likely to be of- 
fered at this session; and 

** Whereas, By its provisions it is not pos- 
sible to submit to the people a proposition to 
amend more than one article of the constitu- 
tion at the same time; therefore 

** Be it resolved, By the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate concurring herein, 
that a convention is necessary to revise, 
alter, or amend the constitution of this State 
and that the question of the calling of such 
constitution shall be submitted to the electors 
of this State at the next general election as 
provided for in article fourteen (14) of the 
present constitution,” 

The resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 

Sherman Explains 

In speaking of the necessity for a new 
constitution for the State, Speaker Sherman 
said tonight: 3 

“The congtitution is thirty years old, but 
would not have been necessarilly disabled if 
conditions remained the same, but there has 

en an extraordinary increase in popula- 
Ee and this, with the increase in manu- 
facturing; transportation, and commerce, has’ 
rendered certain provisions of the constitu- 
tion inadequate. Township organization is 
well adapted to.agricultural communities, 
but not to a city like Chicago. The reasons 
are obvious—a township of, say, 100,000 can- 
not well have a town meeting of 20,000 male 
citizens at a time. The other parts of town 
government are similarly inapplicable. _ 

‘‘No general legislation can be had that 
will cure this evil, the constitution now in 
force prohibiting other than uniform legis- 
lation. A large number of taxing bodies col- 
lect. and expend the money necessary to 
sustain local institutions in Cook County. No 
good reasons a, why these bodies should 
not be consoli 


Consolidation Now the Rule. 

“The development of industries in private 
life ail tends towards consolidation. This 
results in less operating expenses, in better 
service, and can be justified on the grounds 
of economy alone. Of course, it dispenses 
with a few officeholders and would not neces- 
sarily be popular with some of us fellows 
who are sometimes stigmatized as politicians, 

‘* The greater Chicago plan, as it is some- 
times called, is impossible under the present 
constitution. .The laws for the assessment 
of property ought to be different for a city 
population than those for the country 
+ counties. The power to contract debts ts 
the measure of bond issues. The tax levy 
power is the measure of expenditure for cur- 
rent expenses. 

‘*The constitution requires laws for the 
collection of revenue to be uniform as to the 
class from which they operate. This is one 
of the principal difficulties encountered in 
sustaining section 49 of the act of 1898. When 
this section was held void by the courts it 
made an honest assessment of property al- 
most impossible ,in Chicago without con- 
fiscation. I think it is thé wish of this Gen- 
eral Assembly to remedy these conditions, 
but I see no way to limit the debt making 
and tax levying power in Cook County with- 
out making the same restriction in the coun- 
try counties. Assessments in the latter are 
probably double, in some instances, those 
in the former, consequently such restrictions 
“would disable the latter counties from get- 
ting revenue enough to live on,’ 

Tells What Can Be Done. 

Continuing, Speaker Sherman said there 
was no relief for the justice shop evil in Chi- 
cago possible under the existing constitution, 
Im purely municipal matters, such as controf 
of public places, including highways, water, 
and the local-transportation question, it 
seems the better reasons favor exclusive 
management by the city of its own affairs. 
Some constitutional question as to stability 
should be made so as to define the limits.. 

The city should make its own charter on 
local subjects. The State should retain con- 
trol of State militia, drainage, sanitation and 
all broader police powers relating to the 
State at large. The city should not have en- 
tire control of schools. Such local questions 
should be settled by the municipality and al} 
business interests concerned would be bet- 
ter off. 

Im conclusion Speaker Sherman said: “I 
think it is equally plain that on all matters 
coming strictly under the scope of munici- 
pal activities or home rule the contractual 
power of the city ought to be enlarged.”

Governor Yates is hastening by special 
trains to his sick mother, Mrs. Catherine 
Yates, at Jacksonville. A dispatch announc- 
ing the serious illness of his mother was 
received yesterday morning in Washington 
and caused a quick change of plans. He, with 
‘Mrs. Yates, was to have been the guest of 
Colonel Frank O. Lowden at Thomasville, 
Ga., but upon the receipt of the telegram 
he succeeded in catching the special train 
which is carrying the members of his staff 
to Chicago. 

Once on board the train Govienae Yates 
began preparations for a flying trip to his 
mother’s bedside. Arrangements were made 
by the Baltimore and Ohio officials along the 
line with the Wabash officials in Chicago, 
and a special engine was ordered to await 
the train at Defiance, O., and carry the 
Governor’s car by a direct route to Jack- 
sonville. The special train left Washington 
at 1 o’clock yesterday morning, and by thé 
connection made at Defiance the Governor 
expects to reach Jacksonville this afternoon 
at 1:53 o’clock. 


Patient Shows Improvement. 

The quick change of plans was telegraphed 
_to Mrs. Yates, and upon receiving the an- 
nouncement that the Governor would be at 
home the next day her condition improved. 
During the inauguration ceremonies Mrs. 
Yates was seriously ill, but the Governor 
was not permitted to be alarmed, it being 
expected that he would be home within a 
few days. When the announcement was 
made that Governor and Mrs. Yates would 
leave Washington for Thomasville the Gov- 
ernor’s mother became visibly dispirited, and 
it was considered wise to inform him of her 
condition... Upon learning that he was 
hastening home her condition improved at 
once and yesterday she was pronounced out 
of danger. 

Mrs. Yates had suffered an attack of chol- 
era morbus on Sunday morning, and on the 
following day her condition became alarming. 
After some delay a telegram was sent to the 
Governor apprising him of his mother’s ill- 
ness, but withholding the fact ene it mee 
considered serious. 


‘Had to Pleasure Trip. 

Plans for the Southern trip, which was to 
offer a rest to the Governor, had been made 
and the gpecial train which is bringing the 
members of his staff back to Chicago was 
ready to leave before the change was made. 
By great efforts Governor Yates succeeded in 
catching the train after he had received 
notice of his mother’s illness. When the 
epecial reached Defiance the Governor's pri- 
vate car was attached to the Wabash engine 
which awaited with steam up, and the flying 
trip was continued on special schedule. 

Yesterday afternoon Colonel and Mrs. Low- 
den, accompanied by Colonel and Mrs. Fred 
H. Smith of Peoria, and Colonel and Mrs, An- 
drew J, Lester of Springfield, left for the 
‘Bouthern city. 
return to Chicago within two weeks, just in 
time to take part in the Mayoralty campaign. 


SAYS BOXER FUGITIVE IS : 
IN CHICAGO SEEKING REFUGE. 


Chinaman, Leader in Clark Street, De- 
clares Man on Whose Head There Is 
a Price Is Hidden in City. . 


Chinatown was excited last night by the 
report that a fugitive Boxer leader, fleeing 
from the wrath of the powers, had reached 
Chicago. A leader in the South Clark street 
colony was authority for the story. 

The fugitive fled from Pekin, he said, two 
months ago, when Count von Waldersce 
put a price on his head. 

During the day it was reported that the 
fugitive was hiding with a friend at 322 
Clark street. There he told his story of his 
escape from China, and last night a secret 
meeting was held among Chicago Chinamen 
to provide means to the Boxer to get out 
of the city. 

The fugitive, his countryman said, was 
educated in Paris and Vienna at the expense 
of the Chinese government. Then came the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, the siege of 
the legations, and the arrival of the relief ex- 
pedition. Then it was, asthe report had it, 
that this Boxer leader shipped on the ill- 
fated steamer City of Rio Janeiro as com- 
mon seaman, and when the ship was wrecked 
in the harbor of San Francisco he helped to 
save Pilot Jordan. 

In San Francisco, it is said, the fugitive 
sought the aid of the highbinders, who, fear- 
ing the Six Companies would deliver him 
to the authorities, aided him to escape to 


Chicago. 


NUMIDIAN IS LONG OVERDUE. 


Allan Line Steamship, with the Strath- 
conas Aboard, Delayed, Causing 
Anxiety in Canadian Cities. 


Montreal, Que., March 7.—[{Special.]—The 
Allan line steamship Numidian, with the re- 
turning Strathconas on board, bound for 
Halifax, is now several days overdue, and 
there is. considerable anxiety experienced by 
the friends cf those on board.

HAVANA, March 7.—The crisis which for.

Reversal of Sentiment. 

The action of the convention today is a‘ 
complete reversal from the prevailing sent!- 
ments of a majority a week ago.. The argu- 
ment turned on the question whether the 
convention had power to adopt a scheme of 
relations that would be binding upon the 
future republic. Last week a majority of 
the delegates opposed this view. Today 
Sefior Nunez, representing the Conserva- 
tives, argued that the. delegates were em-

FORMER GAMBLER AND 
hod POLITICIAN EXPIRES. 


Willis Woodson, Oncé Known as the 
« Black King,” and Estimated to Be 


‘Worth $100,000, Dies at Dunning. 


Willis Woodson, a gambler who was once 
well known to politicians of the West Side, 
died from consumption at Dunning last night.

HANECY ON SALOON POLICY 


TELLS BIG MEETING HE DOES NOT 
FAVOR BLUE LAWS. 


Declares That if Elected Mayor He Will 
See That No Special Privileges Are 
Allowed the Liquor Men and That 
All Will Be Treated Alike—Gives His 
Remedy for Vice—Doubts Record of 
the Harrison Administration — His 
Speaking Program, 


“Tf I am elected Mayor,”’ declared Judge 
Hanecy last night in Arlington Hall, Indiana 
avenue and Thirty-first street, ‘‘ I shall not 
run a ‘blue law’ town. One saloon on one 

corner shall not re- 
main open after mid- 
night while the place 
opposite is forced to 


there will be no spe- 
cial privileges grant- 
ed to a favored few.” 
Judge Hanecy re- 
peated his statements 
that. he was not 
bound to the machine, and that he would 
favor no men or set of men, and that he 
purposed if elected to be Mayor of Chicago. 
He declared that no attempt was made by the 
Democratic administration to improve the 
streets until just before the election. 
The meeting was attended by 1,500 resi- 
dents of the ward. Noble B. Judah presided 
and Judge John C. Everett acted as secre- 
tary. Speeches were made by William E. 
O'Neill and Alderman Charles Alling. 
Judge Hanecy’s campaign will be conduct- 
ed from the Oxford Building in La Salle 
street, across from the City Hall. The head- 
quarters will be opened this morning. Judge 
Hanecy will meet visitors there when not 
engaged in work elsewhere.

Hanecy Gives His’ Vice Cure. 


The Republican nominee's ideas for the 
suppression of vice and crime, which he says 
are rampant in the cigy, were explained by 
him yesterday. The only requisite, he said, 
was to have a Mayor to give orders which 
the Chief of Police would know must be 
obeyed. 

** I could stop it,”’ he said, with reference to 
crime. ‘‘ It does not take more than a few 
words to show how my program would differ 
from Mayor Harrison’s. Whether crime 
and immorality were allowed to continue de- 
pends entirely on the man in the Mayor's 
chair. If he says to the Chief of Police: 
‘ You stop it,’ and the Chief knows the Mayor

Old Throat Trouble Returns, but He

WOMAN BURNED 70 DEATH 


LAMP EXPLODES AND HER GABR- 
MENTS ARE IGNITED. 


Mrs. Thomas McGann, 114 Shkolto Street, 
Alone in the House, Is Preparing the 
Evening Meal When Accident Hap- 
pens—Screams Attract Policeman, 
but He Is Too Late toe Save Her— 
Child Fatally Scalded—Illinois Cen- 
tral Pay Car Ablace. 


While the four cliildren of Thomas McGann, 
114 Sholto street, were playing near the house 
last evening their mother was burned to 
death. The husband was on his way home 
from work and Mrs. McGann was preparing 
supper. An oil lamp exploded, the woman's 
garments were caught in the flames, and 
despite the efforts of Policeman James Cos- 
tello, who was alarmed by her screams, in- 
juries were received which proved fatal in a 
few minutes. 

The family, occupied the upper floor of a 
two-story frame house. .When Policeman 
Costello was attracted by the commotion he 
found access to the upper floor difficult, but 
‘he made his way up the back stairs. He en- 
deavored to enter by a window and broke the 
glass, but was unable to get in. Then he 
tried the door, and, finding it locked, broke 
it down.

TAKEN ON FRAUD CHARGE. 


8S. B. ADLER ACCUSED OF MISUSING 
UNITED STATES MAILS. — 


As Managoer of the American News Clip- 
ping Company He Is Said to Have 
Had Large Profits from Sales of Out- 
fits to Agents Who Hepe to Make 
Money by Sending Him Matter Cut 
from Papers — He Is Released on 


 Bamuel B. Adler, manager of the Amer- 
ican News Clipping company, was arrested 
yesterday in his office, 1607 Schiller Building, 
on the charge of using the mails to defraud. 
Hundreds of letters containing the circulars 
of the news clipping bureau and many con- 
taining money from prospective agents were 
seized by Postoffice Inspector Joseph Farrell. 

Adler was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Humphrey, and was released 
in bonds of $1,000. The complaint against 
him was made by C. E. Morrel of Carthage, 
Mo., who says he lost $2.75 through corre- 
spondence with Adler. Sixty letters, each

The alleged scheme for getting agents was 
begun by advertising in newspapers through- 
out the country. It is said men, women, and 
children were invited to ‘“‘share in the 
profits ’’ of the American News Clipping com- 
pany by clipping out news items on a variety 


at so much per 100 or 1,000. The first re- 
quirement, it is said, was that the prospec- 
tive agent send $2.75 for a “ correspondent’s 
case,”’ which, it is charged, consisted of a 
few envelopes and sheets of note paper and 
a rubber stamp. The real worth of each 
“outfit ’’ is said to be about 6 cents. 

Having sent their money for such an “ out- 
fit,”” the agents were sent a printed sheet of 
instructions. This gave the “ rules govern- 
ing the compilation of all work.” The fol- 
lowing statement also was sent: : : 

“ Having accepted you as a member of our 
staff, we shall ask you to carefully consider 
and faithfully comply with all instructions 
inclosed for your guidance. The system of 
procedure governing your transactions with 
us must be strictly followed to the letter, as 
part of the contract in which we are asso- 
ciated, and failure on your part to adhere 
thereto shall at once release us from further 
obligations, and justify us in an immediate 
severance of all business relations with you 
at our option.”’ 

This “option” is said to have been used 
frequently for the convenience of the man- 
ager of the concern, and to'the detriment of 
the agent. Complaints by the score were’ 
sent to the postoffice inspectors, and when it 
was suspected that the concern in the 
Schiller Building was doing a business sim- 
ilar to that of another press clipping bureau 
which has been closed by the postal author- 
ities, the arrest was made. 

“Adler claims to have been doing a legitimate 
business, but Inspector Farrell says the eyi- 
dence to the contrary is strong.

J Otis Humphrey is a member of the firm 
of Humphrey & Green of Springfield, Il. 
He was born near Jacksonville, Ill., on Dec. 
30, 1850, and was educated at Shurtleff Col- 
lege. He lived ona farm near Auburn, San- 
gamon County, until 1878, when he removud 
to Springfield. He was admitted to the bar 
in June, 1880, and the same year was made 
the legal secretary of the Railroad and 


Warehouse Commission of Illinois. This po- © 


sition he resigned in 1883, when he formed a 
law partnership with H. 8. Green. He was 
Presidential Elector on the Republican ticket 
in 1884 and a delegate to the St. Louls con- 
vention in 1896.

WORGAN HIS PLEA, 


SENATOR CLOSES AN EARNEST 
§PEECH ON CANAL. 


. 


Asks Senate to Make a Specific State- 
ment That the Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty No Longer Exists — Gives 
His Reasons for Demand—Says Presi- 
dent Has Already Acted and Should 
Be Given Support — Begins to Lose 
Hope. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—Mr,. Morgan 
of Alabama, at today’s session of the Senate, 
concluded his speech in support of his reso- 
 Igtion declaring the abrogation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain. His peroration 
was really pathetic. 

He had devoted the best years of his offi- 
cial life. he said, to advance the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal, but now he did not 
expect to live to see the work upon the great 
waterway begun. 

‘Mr. Morgan read that part of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty which relates to the Nicaragua 
Canal, and also the protocols of an agree- 
ment for the construction of the canal made 
between the United States gdvernment and 
the governments of Nicaragua and Costa 
Hica. He declared it was perfectly clear 
that the protocols entered into last fall 
by this government were a distinct violatiun 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. It was equal- 
ly evident that the United States must aban- 
don its plighted faith with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica in order that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty might be fastened permanently upon 
this government and hang like a pall over it, 
or take such a stand as will sustain the 
President in his ‘ patriotic and noble ac- 
tion.”’ 

The protocols entered into expressed the 
defiance by the President of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and his disregard of its pro- 
visions. They undertook to place the gov- 
ernment on the high ground that the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty is abrogated by this govern- 
ment. 

“It is our duty,”’ insisted Mr. Morgan, “* to 
declare that that treaty is not in the way of 
our legislatng for the Nicaragua Canal. 
If we hesitate today it will be the same a 
year hence, and the provisions of that treaty 
will be fastened upon us. 

Mr. Morgan urged that his resolutions be 
adopted in order that the President might 
understand the position of the Senate so 
thoroughly that he would feel justified in 
proceeding along lines looking to the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal while Con- 
gress was in its long recess.

New Bills in House. 


Among the more important bills intro- 
duced in the House today were the following: 

By Mr. Farrell of Cook—Prohibiting the sale of 
coal oil, naphtha, gasoline, benzine, or other min- 
eral oil or fluid, or product of petroleum for fuel 
purposes. 

By Mr. Johnston of Pike—Providing that it shall 
bé the duty of every surgeon who performs an ope- 
ration, and physician who advised and arranged 
for the operation, after which death results within 
thirty days, to report the same to the Coroner of 
the county in which such death occurs, within 
twenty-four hours after the death. A campetent 
physician, who has had no previous connection 
with the case, to make a thorough examination of 
all the circumstances before the Coroner's jury, 
and report the same, as the statute requires of the 
Coroner tn other cases.

By Mr. O'Meara of Cook—Amending the law re- 
lating to the firemen’s pension fund by providing 
for an assessment of $1 per month upon all mem- 
bers of fire departments, and fixing a maximum 
pension of $50 per mdnth. 

By Mr. Osgood of Cook—Granting the title to the 
City of Evanston for public park purposes to 
state property in the City of Evanston, south of 
University place, and on the lake front. Also a 
bill providing that in cities of 10,000 inhabitants 
and under, a majority of the property-owners shall 
be sufficient to sign the petition for local improve- 


ments.

ASK FOR COUNTY LEGISLATION. 


Commissioners Agree Upon Series of 
Bills to Be Presented to General 
Assembly Next Week. 


The Legislative committee of the County 


‘| board met yesterday afternoon and agreed 


upon a series of bills to be presented to the 
Legislature. The committee will leave for 
Springfield next Tuesday. The most im- 
portant act contemplated provides that 50 
per cent of the inheritance tax shall go to 
the county in which it is collected. 

Other acts that will be drawn up contain 
the following provisions: A limitation to 
the number of jurors, reducing each venire 
of each Judge to eighteen instead of twenty- 
four; that the Jury commission shal! obtain 
from the Election commission information 
that will enable it to draw up the lists of 
veniremen; that the county shall be allowed 
to borrow money temporarily, the loan being 
made against the tax le and within the 
appropriation; that the beginning of the fis- 
cal year and the time of making appropria- 
tions be so changed that they will be syn- 
chronous; that the election law be so changed 
that the name of the condidate for the Presi- 
dency of the County board shall not appear 
on the ballot twice, as County Commissioner 
and as President; that the salary of Judges 
shall not be increased from $7,000 to $12,000. 

If the inheritance tax bill should become 
a law it is estimated that the saving to Cook 
County will arnount to almost $150,000 an- 
nually. It is proposed to turn this revenue 
into a fund for the maintenance of the chari- 
table institutions of the county.

NEW RUSSIAN 
RULING 18 MADE. 


Czar’s Navy Deprived of Priv- 


elege to Purchase from 
_ Bonded Warehouses. 


Secretary Gage Furnishes State- 
ment of Exports Affected 
by Russia's Order. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.]— 
The Treasury department has suspended 
an order issued some time ago allowing Rus- 
sian war vessels to purchase supplies of 
bonded warehouses in ports of the United 
States. While the department disclaims any 
relation between this suspension and the re- 
cent order relating to imports of Russian 
sugar, there is a prevalent feeling that the 
cenial of the warehouse purchasing privi- 
lege to Russian warships will not improve 
the trade reiations between Russia and the 
United States, even if it does not aggravate 
the conditions now threatening a tariff war 
between the two countries. 

Under the Revised Statutes, foreign war 
vessels are aliowed to purchase supplies from 
oyr bonded warehouses without the payment 
of duty on these goods, provided the countries 


‘represented by the vessels extend a similar 


privilege to the United States. Officers from 
foreign ships visiting United States ports 
commonly avail themselves of this privilege. 


Say Russia Does Not Reciprocate. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding of the 
Treasury in explaining/the recent order to- 
day said it had been learned unofficially that 
Russia does not.reciprocate this courtesy. 
The Russian Ambassador, Comte Cassini, 
says, however, that he is not certain that 
his government does not extend the same 


privilege to United States vessels, and he + 


has sent a request to St. Petersburg for in- 
formation on the point. 

In the meantime, the Treasury depart- 
ment’s denial of the warehouse purchas- 
ing privilege to Russian ships will stand.

Russia Says It Isa Mistake. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has received 
through the State department a copy of the 
decree issued by the Russian government 
imposing additional duties on certain articles 
of manufacture from the United States. 
While the decree admits plainly that the ac- 
tion is inspired by the order of the United 
States government in exacting a so-called 
countervailing duty on Russian sugar, it pro- 
fesses that the relations of the two govern- 

1ents are and must continue to be of the 
most friendly nature. 

It says that the intercourse between the 
two nations ‘‘has ever been marked by a 
friendly note,’’ and that “if this friendly 
note has within the last few days soundeda 
discordant tone it can hardly be doubted that 
this is a transitory appearance.”’ 

In conclusion the official statement says: 

‘*‘The incontrovertible fact that Russia 


pays no bounty on sugar exports, as well as |. 


the reluctance of both parties in adopting 
these measures, which, on the part of Russia, 
are wholly involuntary, being provoked by 
the other side, and, lastly, the firm ties of 
friendship binding the two nations promise 
a speedy termination of this accidental mis- 
understanding.”’ 


PUSH MARYLAND ELECTION BILL 


Democratic Majority in Legislature 


Hastens Work on Laws to Dis- 
franchise Negroes. 


Annapolis, Md., March 7.—[Special. ]—Gor- 
man’s steering committees pushed the polit- 
ical legislation in both Houses today. Sena- 
tor Moore of Worcester limped painfully to 
his seat and made up the Democratic con- 
stitutional majority in the Senate. By a 
strict party vote the proceedings of yester- 
day’s opening session, when only thirteen 
members organized the body and elected offi- 
cers, were ratified. ra 

The disfranchising election bill was re- 
ported favorably by the House this after- 
noon, and the Republicans announced that 
they would fight it on the ground that it is 
unconstitutional. 
from the negro belt counties today com- 
plained that the bill was not radical enough. 
They demand that the negroes be disfran- 
chised outright. — 

In a special message to the General As- 
sembly Governor Smith explains that the 
call for the extra session was necessary, as 
delay in the enactment of the elections law 
and the census bill would be dangerous, and 
that the opinions entertained that the Aus- 
tralian ballot law would stop bribery and 
corruption have not been realized, 

The Reform league entered protests against 
the election bill today. Charles J. Bonaparte 
and other league leaders bitterly attack the 
measure, and a committee will fight with the 


Republicans through the Legislature and in 


the courts.

Efforts of Students to Frighten Fresh- 

- man Feniger Result in Scare in Snell 

Hall—Faculty Probably Will Inves- 

tigate Prank—Quadrangle Club Dis- 

 eovered Ablaze by H. C. Chatfeld- 

. Taylor as He Enters Building to Be 
@ueat at Reception. 


With the excitement attending the explo- 
sion of a bomb by hazers in Snell Hall and a 
fire in the Quadrangle club the University of 
Chicago had much spice added to its scholas- 
tic routine yesterday. ; 

The hazere exploded the bomb to frighten 
Freshman Ben Feniger. It was the climax 


of séveral jokes on the verdant first class- | 


man. The explosion, however, did more than 
scare Feniger. it shattered a transom, blew 
out the gas, and filled the hall with smoke, 
causing temporary consternation among the 
occupants of the darmitory. 

The fire in the Quadrangle club, a building 


1 which is in the habit of having a fire about 


so often, was discovered, among others, by 
H. C. Chatfield-Taylor. He had lectured on 
* Moliére"’ to an audience of students in 
Cobb Hall, and was. to be the chief guest at 
@ reception In the Quadrangle club. How- 
ever, when he arrived at the club he smelled 
smoke. There was a’ hunt for the usual fire. 
It was found and put out. During the ex- 
citement Mr. and Mrs, Taylor left the place 
and the reception was abandoned. — 


Play Jokes ot Feniger. 

Feniger, the chief victim of the bomb ex- 
plosion, came to the university In October, 
and took a room ‘in Snell.Hall. From the 
start his credulity made him the butt of prac- 
tical jokes by the other residents. He was 
kept awake all oné night by relays of men 
who took turns creating a disturbance in his 
room. Two nights he found salt in his bed, 
and in other ways his life was made miser- 
able for him. The first efforts of the hazers 
culminated when one of the students walked 
into Feniger’s room and fired off a mammoth 
horse pistol, which jarred the windows and 
filled the room full of smoke. This was a 
hint for others, and a bomb was secretly pre- 
pared. The conspirators waited until the 
dormitory was quiet, and then touched off 
the bomb in the hall of the second floor. The 
explosion shook the: building and shattered 
a transom over the door of Wiliam BH. De 
Sombre’s room. The wainscoting in the hall 
was scorched and blackened. Smoke per- 
meated to every apartment, and the resi- 
dents rushed out of their rooms in terror. 
It was at erst thought the building ws on 
fire. 

Faculty May. Investigate. 

It is probabie that the faculty will make 
an investigation of the matter and try to 
find the culprits. Since the marriage of 
Professor Henry G. Gale the hall has been 
without a head, and “ rough house” times 
have been frequent. Nothing so flagrant as 
this bomb explosion, however, has occurred 
before, and the authorities will look into it. 
Dr. Edgar J. Goodspeed recently has been 
appointed head of the dormitory, but has 
not yet taken charge. . 


Discover Blaze in Clubhouse. 

H. C. Chatfield-Taylor, after the lecture on 
** Moliére,”’ went with Mrs. Taylor, Professor 
and Mrs. Frank Frost Abbott, and Pro- 
fessor Nott Flint to the Quadrangle club, 
where the reception was to be given. As 
the party tered the reception-room Mr. 
Taylor notited Pus smell of burning wood. 
He spoke of it, and a search was made and 
the fire was quickly discovered. The boiler- 
room was ablaze, and the flames were ready 
to burst through:the floor into the parlors. 
After considerable effort the fire was sub- 
dued. A group of professors who were at 
dinner in the east half of the building were 
aroused by the commotion and assisted in 
putting out the fire. Mr. and Mrs. Taylor, 
thinking the reception abandoned, hastened 
to their carriage and were driven away. 

This is the third time the Quadrangle club 
has been threatened with fire. Four years 
ago the building was saved from complete 
destruction only with the greatest difficulty. 
The membership of the club is confined to 
the officials and faculty of the University of 
Chicago. 


Moliere King of Comedy. 


In his address on “ Moliére’’ Mr. Tayler 
said that the French playwright was king 
in the field of comedy as Shakspeare was in 
the realm of tragedy. He added: 

All comedy revolves about Mollére as an axis. 
He started out as a clever fellow and became a 
genius. He was the prince of plagiarists, but all 
that he stole was vastly improved by the stealing. 
Not until the latter part of his career did he at- 
tempt to do serious work, but he was handicapped 
by the necessity of writing things that would make 
Louis MIV. laugh. Kings would rather laugh 
than weep. After Moliére’s unfortunate marriage 
with a coquette he wrete his best plays, proving 
that a man must feel before he can portray feeling 
in others.

Subcommittees of Illinois Conference 
at Springfield Reach Conclusion and 
Men Will Accept 42 Cents in Will- 

_-famson County—Believed Conven- 

tion Will End Its Work on Monday 
of Tuesday, After Hearing Reports 


Springfield, Ill., March 7.—After a dead- 
lock lasting several days, and the longest 
convention ever held by the miners and 
operators of Illinois, the State mining scale 
for the coming year was agreed upon at 10 
o'clock tonight by the Subscale committees. 
The miners accepted a scale of 42 cents in 
Williamson County, three cénts less than 
they demanded. 

This arrangement, however, may be subject 
to change at the convention next year. The 
rest of the State- scale will remain the same - 
as last year. The same agreement was 
reached last year as to Williamson County, 
providing for a change at the end of one 
year, and on this promise the miners based 
their claims for an increase in the Williamson 


County scale. . 

This afternoon, National President John. 
Mitchell of Indianapolis stated he would 
leave for his home early tomorrow morning. 
This statement did not bear out the one 
made by the miners to the effect that they 
would make no concessions. Mitchell goes 


to Scranton, Pa., to attend the convention 
of the Anthracite Miners’ union, to be held, 
commencing March 11. 

It is now believed that by Saturday night 
all business to come before the committee 
will have been adjusted, and that final ad- 
journment will be taken by the committees. 
The conference will not close before Mon- 
day or Tuesday. 

This afternoon’s session was devoted to 
diseussion of the increase in wages of day 
laborers by 20 per cent, demanded by the 
miners. The operators refused to grant the 
increase, and the discussions will be re- 
sumed tomorrow. 


WILL LEAVE LAKE CARRIERS. 


Goodrich Transportation Company 
Signs an Agreement with the Strik- 
ing Engineers. 


The first victory of the striking marine en- 
gineers in Chicago has been secured by the 
Goodrich company signing the new agree- 
ment of the association, and agreeing to 
withdraw from the Lake Carriers’ associa- 
tion. The agreement was really reached on 
Wednesday at a canference held between 
President Uhler of the national association 
of the engineers and some of the officers of 
the Goodrich company, but if was not given 
out until yesterday 

Following so quickly upon the heels of the 
agreements reached with the Detroit and 
Cleveland Navigation company, the Buffalo 
and Cleveland Navigation company, and the 
Detroit and Mackinaw company, it is gen- 
erally considered as marking the beginning 
of the end of the trouble and the complete 
victory of the engineers.

Letter Addressed “ To Any One, Chica- 
go, Ill.,”” One of Many Sent Out by 
Religious Enthusiast. — 


The secret of the vaguely-addresseA en- 
velope received at the Chicago postoffice on 
Wednesday from Somerville, Mass., and di- 
rected “ To Any One, Chicago, IIl.,’”’ has been 
solved by statement of its mailer. The letter 
is one of scores mailed by Miss Lucy 8. 
Clark, a middle-aged woman of Somerville, 
and contains a tract or a short religious 
text, written by Miss Clark, who believes 
that she has struck upon a new way of saving 


souls. 

Predictions of the fast approaching millen- 
nium and the fate of the transgressor are the 
principal texts of what Miss Clark calls her 
“short sermons,” and the warning to evil- 
doers is couched in harrowing terms. Postal 
cards are also used in the dissemination of 
the religious literature, and scores of the 
epistles wave been received by the post- 
masters of Eastern towns.

Fifth Mfantry Men Revel in Saloons 
gt Highweed and Leave Salaries 
with Proprietors of Resorts—Ab- 
sence of Opportunity to Buy Beer 
Within Government Reservation 
Leads Many to Indulge in Bgd 
Whisky. 


The first pay day at Fort Sheridan without 


the soldiers to the saloons of Waukegan and 
Highwood. A number soon visited Chicago. 
All spent money; some all they had. Com- 
plaint against the new order of things was 
general among both officers and mén. In- 


quantities of poor whisky. Those wha did 
not have passes,from the commanding offi- 
cer were supposed to bé in bed by 11 o’clock, 
and'mosf of them were, but roll call yester- 
day morning showed the visible effects of the 
night’s outing. in many bruised noses and 
discolored eyes. 

Most of the trouble occurred at Highwood, 
where several saloons have been opened 
since the canteen was closed and another is 
aiready advertised to begin operations in 
Fort Sheridan Park. From early in the 
evening until late in the night the noise of 
the revelers continued. In almost every 
saloon there was a fight. The long walk 
back to the barracks sobered the majority of 
the men, and 11 o’clock found most of them 
in bed Some were already dressed for 
reveille roll call, and the corporal, who car- 
ried a candle and check book, could have 
reported several pairs of shoes displayed 
from under several pairs of army blankets. 

The books of the guardhouse did not show 
what disorder had existed, neither was there 
anything in the form of profits to be added 
to the company funds to be expended for 
additions to the regular army ration. This 
was the cause of the complaint of the en- 
listed men of the post last evening. The 
men who were paid were all members of the 
Fifth Infantry, who came to Fort Sheridan 
from Santiago last fall, after two years in 
Cuba. Yesterday 250 ‘‘ rookies,’’ as the re- 
cruits are called, came in from Jefferson 
rages at St. Louis and from Columbus, 
Ohio. 

** Wait until these rookies are paid,” said 

a sergeant of the Fifth last night. ‘‘ Then 
there ‘will be warm times. They have come 
to become a part of the Twenty-ninth In- 
fantry, which is being formed here. One 
of them said that no recruits are paid at 
Columbus at all now. Two months ago-800 
men were paid, and it was two days before 
they all got back to their quarters. There 
was the usual gambling following pay day. 
Poker, craps, and monte were the favorite 
games.”’ 
One of the sergeants last night said that 
another bad effect of the anti-canteen law 
was that nearly all the saloons allowed 
women in the rear rooms and that the men 
who would,.by themselves drink but little 
Would. spend all their earnings with these 
women.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


HE Scribners issue a “‘ Meroir and Es- 
says of Eugene Schuyler,” and another 
volume, containing selected papers by 
the same brilliant and accomplished 
diplomat and scholar, under the title 

of “ Italian Influences.” Both books are of 
extraordinary interest. 

‘Eugene Schuyler was a singularly gifted 
man and possessed consummate qualifica- 
tions for the diplomatic service. It was his 


} part in making the world acquainted with 


the “ Bulgarian Horrors ’’—the-indescriba- 
ble diabolisms of the Turkish atrocities in 
Bulgaria—that first made his name widely 
known, and that came so near creating an 
epoch in history. Despite the willful stu- 
pidity of the British representative at Con- 
stantinople, Schuyler compelled attention to 
the horrible facts. With a kind of ifspired 
intuition, he went, he saw, and iastantly 
t the -world what he had seen. Men like 
r. Gladstone profoundly appreciated the 
value of this service to humanity which was 
rendered by him. But as the present only 
too brief memoir shows there was nothing 
accidental in the preparing of Mr. Schuyler 
for what he did in the Bulgarian matter in 
both Constantinople and in Bulgaria. 
Eugene Schuyler was born in Ithaca, N. 
Y., on Feb. 26, 1840. His father, G. W. 
Schuyler, had been graduated at the Univer- 
sity of the City of New York, taking the 
junior and senior studies in one year, with 
Hebrew in addition, and at the same time 
supporting himself by acting as private 
tutor to two students. The son was fitted 
for college at 14, and entered Yale at 15, 
graduating with the distinction of the philo- 
sophical oration. He continued post-gradu- 
ate studies at Yale for two years, and was 
the first person to receive the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1861. After prac- 
ticing law for a few years, he accepted ap- 
pointment in 1867 as Consul at Moscow. He 
had alreadg studied both Russian and Fin- 
nish, and his remarkable gift for languages 
began at once to be of capital use to him. 
Wherever he went his brilliant and singu- 
larly genial qualities made him a welcome 
personality. All doors, both in Moscow and 
St. Petersburg, were open to him. But while 
socially attractive, his scholarly impulses 
and his passion for finding out all about 
whatever subject or place he had anything 
to do with soon caused him to be master of 
almost cyclopedic information. After the 
United States government had persisted for 
some time in the policy of sending as repre- 
seritative to St. Petersburg men who knew 
nothing about Russia or Russian condi- 
tions and who had no knowledge of Any 
language other than their own, it is no cause 
for wonder that the having there as Consul 
and secretary of legation such a man as 
Eugene Schuyler proved a source of grati- 


ficatioh to all concerned. 


In March, 1889, when Mr. Blaine was made 
Secretary of State, he cabled Mr. Schuyler 
offering him the Assistant, Setretaryship. 
A few days later, however, for seme occult 
political reason, Mr. Blaine again cabled 
asking him to refuse the appointment and 
offering him some European post instead. 
The fulfillment of this offer came in the form 
of. the position of Diplomatic Agent and 
Consul General at Cairo.: This position was 

pted, but on July 16, 1890, Mr. Schuyler, 
being then on a visit in Venice, suddenly, 
without an fmstant’s warning, died. Prob- 


ably at that time no other American was 


personally acquainted with so many of the 
most eminent people in the various capitals 


of Europe as was he. 


His book on central Asia, published while 
Consul at Moscow, and written-as the result 
of his own personal observations, was in 
effect a powerful indictmert of the brutali- 
ties and corruptions of the Russian admin- 
istration on the Asiatic frontier# of the em- 
pire, and yet told the truth in such a way 


| that the Russian censor deemed it prudent 


not to meddle with the publication of the 


book. Schuyler's report on the artocities 


of the “ unspeakable Turk ” in Bulgaria was 
eredited with bringing on the Russian war. 
For this service to civilization Mr. Glad- 
stone expressed to Mr. Schuyler his warmest 
admiration and gratefulness. 

In the second of these volumes the pub- 
lishers have brought together some twenty 
papers by Mr. Schuyler under the title of 
‘*Italian Influences.’’ When stationed at 
Rome—just as had previously been the case 
at Moscow, St. Petersburg, Constantinople, 
Athens, and Bucharest—his enormous intel- 
lectual activity had impelled him to gain 


| minute and accurate mastery of all kinds of 


interesting local information, historical, lit- 
erary, artistic, and political. Some of the 
topics of these papérs are shown by the fol- 
lowing. titles: “Corfu and the Saints,” 
“Carducci and Dante,” “In the Footsteps 
of Dante,” “ Lander and Italy,’ “ Dickens

Dohnanyi Piano Recital. | 
Before the Amateur Musical club in Fuller- 
ton Hall yesterday afternoon Erhst von 
Dohnanyi gave what was probably his. last 
Piano recital in Chicago this season. The 
young Hungarian evidently was in good 
mood for piano playing, and entered into his 
work with an enthusiasm that made itself 
felt upon his auditors, rousitig them to ap- 
plause that*in volume and heartiness sug- 
gested anything other than an assembly 
largely feminine in. make up. 
- His program opened with the Chopin G 
minor Ballade and the Schumann Etudes 
Symphoniques, both of which were played 
with unusual vigor and virility. To the 
listener placed at the rear of the hall, where 
the sound of the piano seems to become con- 
centrated, it was as if the player had not yet 
gauged the size of his room and was playing 
as for a larger auditorium. Later this super- 
abundance of tone seemed to disappear, and 
the result wag more satisfactory. The read- 
ing accorded the Schaumann number was the 
accepted robust one, and splendidly in truth 
Dohnanyi delivered it. The “‘ grand style” 
was there and no mistake, and the breadth 
and sweep of it all was irresistible. A Pas- 
sacaglia of the player’s own composing be- 
gan the second group. It is a work of fine 
musicianship, serious in character, built on 
a bass theme that at first sounds strangely 
unpromising, but proves unusually produc- 
tive of interesting and oftentimes beautiful 
elaborations. The possible fault that can be 
found with the work is its great length—it 
would gain in effectiveness by being short- 
ened somewhat. Beethoven Dohnanygi plays 
in a manner that places him among the first 
of the world’s ablest interpreters of the Bonn 
master. The Polonaise, op. 89, was given 
yesterday with exception@l gracé state- . 
liness, and the F major Andante with a 
poetic beauty that lent the hackneyed study 
piece new worth, and with a sincerity and 
sanity that saved it from every suspicion of 
sentimentality or weakness.

MORE OF cONSOLIDA- 
TIONS OF VARIOUS LINES. 


Sapposed That They Are Sent Out from 
Wall Street for Steck Jobbing Pur- 
poses — Some Officials Believe the 
Pennsylvania Is Acquiring an In- 
_terestin the Burlington—Harriman- 
Vanderbilt Crowd Seek a Transcon- 
tinental 


The air is again full of rumers as 
consolidations and combinations of Saeen 
railway systems, and it.is hard to ascertain 
which of them are true and which are not. 
While some new deals may be under 
way, yet a majority of them are undoubted- 
ly sent out from Wall street for the purpose 
of helping the new bull boom in railway 
stocks. 

It is the general opinion among 
officials here that there is some basis for the 
reports that the Pennsylvania is acquiring 
an interest in the Burlington. An actual! 
consolidation of the systems is not contem- 
‘plated, but it is believed that the Pennsyl- 
vania will have a voice in the management 
of the Burlington, just as the Pennsylvania 
‘and Vanderbilt interests have a voice in the 
management of the Baltimore and Ohio. 

The apparent plan of the Harriman-Van- 
derbilt interests to combine for the purpose 
of securing an independent transcontinental 
royvte is thought to have hastened the efforts 
of the Pennsylvania to obtain a stronger 
Burlington than it has had here- 

ofore. 

It is also reported that a deal has been 
made between the Union Pacific and the 


Burlington roads whereby the latter will 


forego its intention of extending its lines 
from Guernsey, Wyo., to Salt Lake City. 
According to this report, the proposed ex- 
tension will be limited to the building of a 
Une from Guernsey to a point on the Union 
Pacific near Rawlins, and connection will 
be made there between the two systems to 
allow free exchange of traffic. From this 
point west the Burlington is to have the 
same rights and privileges over the Union 
Pacific as it has now over the Northern 
Pacific west of Billings. The Union Pacific, 
it is said, agrees to double-track its lines 
between Rawlins and Ogden to facilitate the 
traffic of both roads. 

A director of the Baltimore and Ohio denies 
the report that therefwill be a closer traffic 
alliance between his road and the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, but it is said that large 
individual stockholders of the Baltinsore and 
Ohio have been approached by the répre- 
sentatives of the Pennsylvania railroad with 
a view of purchasing their holdings of Ches- 
apeake and Ohio.

TO CLEAR OTHER STREETS 


Plan Is to Simplify Complicated 
System in the Down-Town 
District. 


STATEMENT OF CITY MONEY. 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
has recommended to the Council a plan for 
the operation of street car lines in the busi- 
ness section which would permit the use of 
the overhead trolley and which would re- 
move the multiple loops and terminals now 
obstructing traffic. It is proposed to have all 
traction lines converge from the North, 
South, and West Sides to a common loop run- 
ning under the Union Loop structure. The 
plan proposes a double track loop, which 
would be sufficient to accommodate the lines 
from all sections of ‘the city. 

““I do not know how the Mayor would view 
the proposition enabling the traction com- 
panies to use the overhead trolley,” said Mr. 
McGann, “but as the Union Loop already 
has the ‘trolley lines running under three of 
its sides I cannot see that the line on the 
fourth side would make much difference.”’ 

By such an arrangement, which folows the 
lines of a plan suggested some years ago, 
several down-town terminals which are of 
inconvenierice to citizens would be removed, 
the worse obStruction to traffic being the 
Clark street trolley termina! between Madi- 
s0n and Washington streets. The multi- 
plicity of loops cutting through the business 
section also would be abolished. The surface 
' lines would follow the precise course of the 
elevated trains and would run around the 
Gown-town district, enabling their passen- 
gets to reach almost any destination with 
little additional inconvenience, and leaving 
the business area entirely free of traction 


Opposition to the Plan. 


Against the plan i is said that the con- 
gestion in the streets under the Union Loop 
would be such as practically to close them 
to traffic of any kind. With all the sur- 
face lines running, around a double track 
loop it would be impossible for teaming to 
makes use of the streets, and the danger of 
crossing the street would be considerable. 

“In considering the subject,’’ said Com- 
missioner McGann, “ better transportation 
facilities may be regarded of the first im- 
portance. All lines should operate so as 
to facilitate the movement of the people and 
simplify the present terminal plan, so that 
all tracks would converge at some point. 
Second in importance should be the removal 
of all terminals which are not absolutely 
necessary to the transportation of the peo-

DISCREDIT STORY OF SUICIDE. 


Police Believe That George Beban Con- 
- cocted Tale of Man Jumping into 
| the River. 


Six policemen from the central detail 
dragged the river yesterday about the Clark 
street bridge in the effort to locate the body 
of Harry Trent, who, George Beban asserts, 
sprang from the railing of the bridge into the 


water at 3 o’clock yesterday morning. Dur- | 


ing the day Beban was brought into the office 
of Cattain Colleran and subjected to a 
searching inquiry concerning the alleged sui- 
cide, but he adhered to his first story of the 
suicide, and asserted that the man’s face was 
seen distinctly as he floated in the waters for 
a few moments. 

Beban's story of the plunge into the water 
was confirmed by several witnesses, but no 
one could be found who had seen the suicide. 
An inquiry at the sporting resorts of the down | 
town districts revealed no one who had 
Known or heard of the young man who is 
alleged to have lost all his money in the 
‘poolrooms about the city. The mackintosh 
found on the bridge, in which the letter ad- 
dressed to his mother was found, evidently 
had not been worn in many months, and was 
_ dust covered and creased as if recently re-

place no credence in the story related by 
Beban, who, they claim, concocted the tale. 

It is claimed by the police that the actor

On one occasion Beban was ar- 
rested for kissing his wife in public, and the 
story of the arrest by a Chicago policeman 
was the cause of many humorous comments 
throughaut th the country.

GOOD ROADS NECESSARY 
PEACE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Delay in the Pacification of the Islands 
Not Dae to the Lack of Military Vire 
tue on the Part of the American 


portation—Lines Should Be Built by 
_ the Government at Once, as They Are 
Constructed Easily. 


une.]—Most Americans are impatient at the 
Philippine situation. They think the pacifi- 
cation is moving along too slowly and too 


“ niggers ’’ refuse to get whipped. 


tary virtue among the Americans nor the 
exceeding patriotism, bravery, and skill of 
the Filipino. The trouble lies in the difficulty 
of transportation throughout the islands. 
There is one railroad which is 120 miles in 
length in the archipelago. The high roads 
are almost invariably impassable for any 
vehicle larger than a two-wheeled buffalo 
cart, which has the floor area of a hansom 
cab. In many places coolies are the only 
means of conveying goods. 

These conditions have left the interior un- 
claimed by civilization, although the white 
man has been on the coast 250 years. Par- 
tlally exhausted land near Manila brings $115 
an acre; land which produces a third more 
sugar, but at some distance from the coast, 
brings $30. It has cost as much to ship a case 
of goods from Calapan to Manila, 120 miles, 
as to ship the same case from Manila to New 


York. 
Make Rebellion Profitable. 


ough pacification is impossible. A large pro- 
portion at least of the Filipinos are fighting 
for the money in it. The Manila papers 
publish each day several accounts of attacks 
by ladrones upon peaceable natives, result- 
ing in the murder of the pacificos and the 
looting of their huts. So long as the Filipino 
can make these forays and get back with 
nothing worse than an interchange of shots 
with an outpost he will do it. The nearest 
American outpost hikes after the raiders 
through the mud and jungle, and, of course, 
usually fails to catch them. 

It is obviously foolish for a heavily laden 
white soldier to chase a naked Filiping | 
through a difficult country, in a climate the 
fugitive can stand better, to hiding places 
prepared beforehand. The white soldier can-, 
not go much faster than his provision wagons 
can follow him over the swampy footpaths. 
The Filipino needs no provision wagons. He 
lives off the country. 


Railroad a Military Necessity. 

A 350-mile railroad connecting the north 
and south ends of Luzon would strike the 
fatal blow to insurrection. It could be made 
more quickly than a good high road and 
would be infinitely more valuable strategical- 
ly. Spurs should be thrown-out at advan- 
tageous points. Each soldier could cover 
many times as much ground; his base of 
supplies would always be near him; the 
iron horse would tire out the Filipino. Luzon 
ig the source of the entire insurrection. 
When Luzon is quieted the trouble in the 
Visayas will dry up. 

The history of colonial wars is significant 
on the strategic value of railroads. Upper 
Burmah, annexed to England in 1886, for a 
long time thereafter furnished that country 
with exactly the same proposition that con- 
fronts us in the Philippihes today. It has 
the same kind of inhabitants, the same 
climate, and it had the same transportation 
difficulties. The district was 800 miles long 
and 350 broad. A state of dacoity, or rob- 
ber insurrection, prevailed throughout. 
England built.a road from Rangoon, on the 
coast, northwards. The insurrection was 
rolled back at fast as the road progressed. 
The railroad now reaches nearly to the north 
boundary and there is no disturbance. On 
the other hand, in Sumatra, where Philip- 
pine conditions also prevail, the Dutch have 
been fighting since 1873 in guerrilla warfare 
with the Achinese. They have no railroad 
in northern Sumatra. Cuba had only 1,100 
miles of railroad in all. Nine-tenths of that 
mileage lay in the western half of the island; 
whereas the insurrection grew and continued 
in the eastern end. The Philippines them- 

selves furnish a striking example. The re- 
port of the Philippine commission of Aug. 
21, 1900, says: “‘ Railway and telegraph lines 
from Manila to Dagapan, 122 miles, have 
not been molested for five months.” 

Not Difficult to Build. 

It is scarcely more difficult to bufld a rail- 
road through a country as hostile as the 
interior ,of Luzon than to run the road 
through the same country where it is peace- 
ful. Such a road is both a base of opera- 
tions and a line of communications. We 
have hitherto always been able to protect 
those two elements in the Philippines. The 
road has an immediate mortal effect for peace 
in that it brings temporary commercial ac- 
tivity in its wake. Its builders must be 
clothed, sheltered, and fed. As it brings 
money into the country it will drive re- 
bellion out. The inhabitants will not sym- 
pathize with the interrupters of their new * 
found prosperity. And when the builders 
move ahead they will leave prosperity behind 
them, For the idle riches of the country 
finding the outlet, before denied them, will 
pass down to the sea; and the necessities 
and luxuries of civilization will go back 
instead. Thus can America most effectually 
accomplish the task that is set before her. 
It is a practical solution of a moral ques- 
tion. 

Strategically the government needs rail- 
roads in Luzon. The greatness of the need 
cannot be overstated. Without the road 
complete and enduring success is impossible, 
even with a quarter of a million men. With 
the road success is certain and final. Pri- 
vate capitalists will not build roads so long 
as conditions are disturbed. Conditions will 
be disturbed until roads are built. 


Must Be Government Lines. 


Therefore the government must build; and 
the sooner the better. This is not a social de- 


not believe in state ownership of railroads at 
home any more than we do. Yet three- 
fourths of the 22,500 miles of Indian railroad 
belong to the Indian government. No cap- 
italist would have built a road up the Nile. 
Yet Kitchener fought his Khartum compaign 
with the last laid rails of the Soudan military 
road—‘‘the deadliest weapon against 
Mahdism ’'—as his base. The military con- 
structed this railroad and Kitchener was 
overengineer. The black soldiers fought 
more effectively with their pickaxes than 
they could have with their rifles. Gordon had 
‘@ied because he went into the Soudan with 
only horse, foot, and camel. 

It is not throwing good money after’ b#d to 
build railroads in the Philippines. It is mak- 
ing a military, political, and commercial in- 
vestment which must eternally pay cent per 
cent. J. M. P.

She volunteered to live 
at the institution for three months, but the 
directors elected her to the position for a 
year. Though this was a longer term than 
she had planned for she decided to make the 
sacrifice.
